WASHINGTON, April 30.—Word 
reached investigators here tonight 
that Gimbel Bros., New York, whose 
mailing tags were on each pack- 
age, had declared the tag a forgery. 
No effort was made to disguise the 
facet that this information was dis- 
quieting, for it meant, officials said, 
in the event of a wholesale mailing 
of bombs that many would reach 
their destinations bearing the mark 
ef other firms, which would make 
the work of preventing delivery all 
the more difficult. Although the 
public was cautioned as to the 
opening of strange packages, the 
department's detective force real- 
ized that if all the infernal ma- 
chines put in the mails have not 
been recovered, it is the depart- 
ments job to get them before de- 

ry. 

Groups of men of known anar- 
chistic sympathies in New Tork. 
Philadelphia, Boston, Chicago and 
other large cities have been under 
close surveillance by secret agents 
of the Department of Justice and of 
the treasury secret service for sev- 
eral months, particularly since the 
attempted assassination of Premier 
Clemenceau in Paris. It was said 
today these agencies. know where 
they can find anarchistic leaders 
at this time and are in position to 
arrest them if there is evidence 
they were responsible for manufac- 
turing the infernal machines and 
placing them in the mails. 

These agencies will co-operate 
with the postal inspectors in run- 
ning down the criminals, placing 
at the disposal of postal authorities 
all evidence gathered past 
months which might shed light on 
the bomb outrages.

AMERICAN MANDATORY 
ASKED BY ALBANIANS. 


BALKAN NATION PROTESTS 
ITALY'’S CLAIMS ISSUES 
WAR THREAT. 


[EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH.) 

WASHINGTON, April 30,—-The 
text of a commanication addressed 
by the Albanian delegation to the 
Peace Conference assailing the pro- 
jected Italian protectorate over Al- 
bania and demanding that the 
United States act as the mundatory 
power was made public here today 
by the Pan-Alban ‘Federation of 
America. 

The text of the communicatioa, it 
Was stated by an official of the fed- 
eration, Was not permitted by the 
French censor to be cabled to the 
United States in its entirety, until 
the Italian delegation had left the 
Peace Conference. 

“It would seem, then, that one of 
the reasons that stiffened the re- 
sistance of President Wilson to the 
demands of Italy was this Albaniar 
protest, a copy of which was handed 
to him on April 16,” declared this 
official. 

“The Albanian question is not a 
local one, as one might surmise, but 
a Balkan question, and as such it is 
of a nature to interest the whole 
world in the highest degree, the 
protest said. Its pacific solution 
however, becoming very difficult 
on account of the interference of 
Italy. This interference is such that 
it gravely compromises the national 
existence of Albants. The truth of 
our statement is supported with evi- 
dence from the Ital activities in 
Albania during the occupation of ovr 
territory by her troops. : 

“All Albanians are — — 
resist Italian interference 
they see in it a qu on of life — 
death for their natioff and for their 
territorial integrity, which is their 
first condition.

VERSAILLES, April 30.—When 


the German delegation to the peace 
congress, headed by Count von 
Brockdorff-Kantzau, veached Ver- 
allles last vight, it was received in 
the name cof the French . govern- 
ment by M. Chaliere, prefect of the 
Department of the Seine-et-Oise, to 
whom the Count expressed thanks 
oh behalf of the delegation. The

“Words fail me to describe my 
feelings as I crossed your devastat- 
ed regions. I hope the peace which 
we are about to sign will give satis- 
faction to all the nations.“ 

The first session of the peace con- 
gtess will be held in the room now 
used by the Supreme War Council 
and will be devoted to a verifica- 
tion of credentials. 

The text of the peace treaty will 
be presented to the Germans at the 
second session in the dining-room 
of the Hotel Trianon. This ts a 
superb apartment seventy-five feet | 
square and is virtually a room in- 
closed in glass. 

The delegates will proceed to the 
conference chamber through a mer- 
ble corridor 180 feet long lined with 


mirrors on one side and opening on

OF 1914 PUBLISHED. 


ERZBERGER WOULD HAVE 
TAKEN ALD IN SIGHT HAD | 
GERMANS WON WAR. 


CABLE AND ASSOCIATED 

PARIS, Tuesday, April 29.—The 
‘terms that Mathias Erzberger was 
in fayor of imposing upon the Allies 
if Germany had been victorious as 
vet forth in a memorandum written 
by him in 1914 are outlined by a 
Geneva dispatch. 

“Germany cannot tolerate the 
presence on her frontiers of so-called 
neutral states insufficiently strong to 
preserve their neutrality, or which 
do not want to remain neutral,“ said 
Erzberger. “Her second aim must be 
to free herself from the insupport- 
able leading strings of England on 
all questions of world — 4 In the 
third place, she must up the 
Russian colossus. 

“Germany must have sovereignty 
over Belgium and the French coast 
from Dunkirk to Boulogne, and pos- 
session of the Channel Islands. She 
must take the mines in French Lor- 
raine and create an African German 
empire by annexing the Belgian and 
French Congos, British Nigeria, 
Dahomey and the French west coast. 

“In fixing indemnities the actual 
capacity of a state at the moment 
should not be considered. Besides a 
large immediate indemnity payment 
by annual installments spread over 
m long period could be arranged. 
France would be helped in making 
them by decreasing her budget of 
naval and military appropriations. 
Indemnities should provide for the 
repayment of the full costs of the 
war and the damages of war, the 
redemption of all of Germany's pub- 
lic debt, and the creation of a vast 
fund for incapacitated soldiers.”

PARIS, April 30.—President Wil 
son at the fifth plenary session of

AMERICA LAUNCHES 
GREATEST WARSHIP. 


TENNESSEE, THE BIGGEST SHIP 
IN THE WORLD. WILL COST 
FIFTEEN MILLION.

NEW YORK. April 30. — The 
world's most powerful battleship, the 
superdreadnaught Tennessee, was 
successfully launched today at the 
New York navy yard. 

The Indiana, Massachusetts and 
Oregon were the first big-gun battl- 
ships of the navy. and were com- 
pleted more than twenty years ago, 
ani at that time were regarded as 
the mort powerful ships 
Each carried four 13-inch riff 
eight 88-inch rifies and many smaller 
guns. 

The lowa was completed in 1897, 
and her first commander was Capt. 
William T. Sampson, who the next 
year was transferred to command of 
the North Atlantic fleet, which 
fought the battle of Santiago. Capt. 
Robley D. (Fighting Bob) Frans, 
firet commander of the Indiana. guc- 
ceeded to the command of the lowa, 
and wae in charge of her during the 
Frantsh-American War. 

The Towa carried four 12-inch, 
eight inch and some 5-inch guns.

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RETURNED RUSSIANS 


HOME CONDITIONS BUT SMALL 
CONDITIONS BUT. 
IN GERMANY. 


{BY A. P. FOREIGN CORRESPONDENCE.) 
WITH AMERICAN FORCES IN 
sian soldiers returning from Ger- 
many to their homes in Northern 
Russia find their fatherland vastly 
changed since they went to war. 
Scores of these soldiers are passing 
through the Bolshevik tines and 
making their way to the American 
and other Allied outposts. 

They tell tales of pi#étul suffering 
from hunger in the villages through 
which they passed. One of them, F. 
Eviampieff of Are el, thus de- 
scribes his experiencés when he re- 
turned from Germany: 

At Petrograd, we were sent to 


barracks, where a Bolshevik com- 
missar started to read us the 
soviet programme. The prisoners 


protested. 

Give us first something to eat, 
and then read us your programme,’ 
they cried. 
“Then the commifsar gave up 
trying to read the programme, say- 
ing we were not fit elements for 
propaganda, and he left us. Each of 
us received 25 rubles in advance on 


sa 
“Famine was reigning in Petro- 
grad. The first category (working 
people of Bolshevik sympathies) re- 
ceived one pound of oats daily. The 
second category received one-half 
pound. The citizens grind the oats 
in coffee mills, to make flour for 
bread. For Christmas the Petrograd 
inhabitants received two potatoes 
for each person. A slice of bread 
ig sold for 26 rubles. There was 
no tobacco. People smoked cabbage 
and nettle. 
The situation at Vologda was the 
same as in Petrograd. It was fam- 
ine and the population stood in line 
for bread sometimes for two days. 
There was no private commerce. 
The shops were empty.” | 
On his way from Vologda to- 
ward Archangel a commissar tried to 
coax Eviampieff into serving in the 
Red army and, on his refusal sent 
him back to Velogda. A peasant hid 
him in a load of hay and carried 
him to his uncle's home in Torozk.

FROM THE AIR. 


Arrangement Concluded for 
Novel Experiment. 


as Forest Spotters. 


Arcadia and March Field will 
Supply Equipment. 


Southern California is to lead the 
country in utilizing army war bal- 
loons and airplanes to detect for- 
est fires, according to an arrange- 
ment concluded yesterday by Coert 
Du Bois, representing the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, and Maj. R. 8. 
Bamberger of the Arcadia Bajioon 
School, and Maj. J. C. P. Bartholf, 
of March Field, Riverside. 

Under the terms of the agree- 
ment a balloon will be used at Ar- 
cadia and four airplanes at River- 
side, bevinning on June 1. the open- 
ing of what is known as the forest 
fire The balloon will ascend 
at 7 aan. and remain in the air un- 
til 2:30 p.m., covering the most dan- 
gerous fire period of each day. The 
Planes will go up from March Field 
10 a.m. and again at 1 p.m. 

Both the balloon and the planes 
will be. equipped with long-distance 
glasses and range finders for the 
purpose of “scanning the country. 
The balloon will be attached to a 
wire cable 3000 feet long, and the 
observer in the basket is expected 
t cover an area of about thirty 
railes. extending along the front of 
the mountain range from La 
da to San Dimas. The planes wil 
patrol an area of about 100 miles 
each on two routes, covering a por- 
tien of the Angelus and the Cleve- 
land national reserves. 

Ancther arrangement that will 
add ty the efficiency of the new 
plans for fire protection will be the 

uipment at Arcadia of a fre- 
gaht truck, carrying ten men. 
Beginning on June 1, it win be fur- 
nished with a supply of water, fire 
extinguishers, brush hooks, food and 
other necessary adjuncts to success- 
ful fire fighting. This outfit will be 
reaiy to move at a moment's warn- 
ing to supplement the work of the 
regular forest rangers in efforts to 


jextinguish forest fires.

Balloons and Planes will Act 


PHONE COST UP 
NOW IN STATE. 


New Schedule of Exchange 
Rates in Effect Today. 


Need of Additional Revenue 
Given as the Reason. 


No Change Made in Charges 
in Los Angeles City. 


Owing to the necessity of securing 
additional revenue to cover the costs 
of rendering telephone service un- 
der existing conditions, new sched- 
ules of exchange rates will be placed 
in effect today, practically through- 
out the State. Some rates are in- 
creased, others reduced. These 
changes are approved by and made 
under the direction of the Postmas- 


ter-General. Similar rate adjust- 
ments have been made by Mr. 
Burleson throughout the United 


States. 

There will be no change in the ex- 
change rates in Los Angeles, it is 
announced, except the toll charges 

ween Angeles and Glendale 
and Burbank. 

Explaining the telephone rate 
adjustments to be put into effect in 
Southern California cities today, C. 
F. Mason, division superintendent of 
the Pacific Telephone and Tele- 
graph Company, stated that the rate 
adjustments are necessary for the 
reason that the telephone industry 
has been affected by the same con- 
ditions which have produced higher 
prices in all other necessities, and in 
order to meet the past and present 
high cost of telephone operation, a 
revenue in just proportion to the 
expenses must obtained, he 
pointed out. 

He called attention to the adver- 
tising announcements, which the 
telephone company has recentiy 
Placed in the daily papers, giving 
comparisons which show that the 
commodity prices and wages have 
increased during the last.five vears 
112 per cent. and 72 per cent., re- 
spectively, while telephone rates 
have advanced only 4 per cent. dur- 
ing the same period. 

He pointed out that televhor.e 
rates all over the Pacific Coast have 
remained practically stationary for 
many years notwithstanding rapid 
and substantial increases in the cost 
of operation. Economical methods 
of operation have been introduced 
wherever possible, he said, but the 
point has been reached where it is 
no longer possible to avoid adjust- 
ments in rates if the properties are 
to be self-supporting.
